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1 , Summary 



During the period covered by this report AECAS5CWAKY/29 has 
recruited p dispatched, and debriefed AEKASSCWAHY/43 on a REDSKIN mission 
to FJSTEAL., The results were forwarded in EGFA- 34543 , 23 June 1961, 
and EGFA- 34580, 29 June I 96 I,. AECASSOWARY/29 has debriefed and assessed 
Dalian- Iraney Severinovich SAPRUN in Vienna and re- debriefed Maria 
OKOLOT in Sweden. AECASS0\slAEY/29 developed An. fir OSTAFCZUK as a 
spotter in the Dolmefscher Institute in Heidelberg and through tiirn 
located two REDSKIN leads. These two leads have been turned over to 
the AESAYVY Project. ABCABSONARY/29 attempted to rscru.it Oksana 
JACKIV in Paris but discovered that she was still stateless and there- 
fore not usable* AI32ASSGWAHY/29 also discussed the potential REDSKIN 
agents among tbs Ukrainian emigres in Paris with Kyrylo MYTRQVXCH, an 
AECASS0WARY/1 sympathiser, and reported his findings to the 

~~~f In view of ABCA3S0 JABY/29 * s PCS, he Instructed bis spotters 
in Germany and Sweden to become inactive temporarily and to communi- 
cate with AffiASSCNAM /29 through ah ©cccrasnodation address in New York. 
AECASSWARY /29 was unable to contact Nadeahda MALSCB, Andre DEVINGII‘52 e 
and Wolfgang GESEMANN, three potential REDSKIN leads, and the latter 
was turned over the the AESAWY Project* AEG ASSOU'ARY /29 was not able 
to obtain a British visa In sufficient time and could not contact 
Roman SHPOBLIUK and AECASSCWARY /35 lh London prior to his departure. 
AECASSCsW ARY/29 has made an orderly withdrawal fit*) Europe on 4 July

a. ABCASSCWARY/29 recruited AECASSOWAKY/43 as a REDSKIN 
agent for a mission to PJSTEAL in the name of ABCASSQWARy/l„ 
AECASSCWAKY/43 was not witting of KUBARK. After training and briefing, 
AECASSGWARY /29 dispatched AECASSCWAKY/43 on 4 May 1961 , on a fifteen- 
day tourist trip with the specific mission of observation of guided 
missile indicators in the Mukachevc area and the general mission of 
collecting positive intelligence and operational Information through 
observation and elicitation in the Kiev, Lvov, and Uahgorod areas. 
AECASSC^ARY/43 was not given either & photographic mission or a recon- 
tact mission, AECASSONARY/43 did not obtain positive Intelligence in 
response to the specific requirements on guided missile indicators on 
which he was briefed. He did, however, observe and photograph some 
radar antennae, and he collected soaa pertinent operational intelli- 
gence, The debriefing report was forwarded in BGPA- 34543, 23 June 
1961, and EGFA- 3^580, 29 June 1961 *

b. AECASSOWARy/29 debriefed and assessed Damian- Irenay 
Severinovioh SAPRUN, a recent returnee from FJSTEAL to Austria. Al- 
though SAPRUN was completely co-operative in his debriefing, 
AECASSCWAKY/29 concluded that SAPRUN was probably dispatched by the 
RIS on a mission. ABC ASS OV? AHY/2 9 is convinced that all the information 
and internal leads provided by SAPRUN must be examined carefully before 
any operational activity is undertaken. The debriefing report was for- 
warded in EAVA- 27652, 12 May I96I. 

e. AECASSOVJAHY/29 debriefed Maria GKOLQT, mother of 
AECASSOWARf/34, in Stockholm in response to requirements reoeived 
from Headquarters . although A3CASSGWAKY/29 is confident that OKOLCQ? is 
a bona fide immigrant to Sweden without RIS connections, he feels that 
caution should be exercised in making operational contacts with the in- 
ternal leads without further assessment of the lead. This additional 
information was forwarded from Stockholm Station to Headquarters in 
0SSA-10513, 23 June 1961. 

d„ AECASS Oif A Ef/29 developed and recruited Anfir OSTAPCZUK 
3__ 33 as a spotter at the Doltnet sober Institute at Heidelberg. 

OSTAPCZUIC spotted two REDSKIN leads who agreed in principle to make a 
trip to FJSTEAL. Pursuant to DIR 37009, 2? April 1961, AECASSCWABY/29 
did not contact these two leads, and these leads have been turned over 
to the AESAWY Project. CSTAPCZ-UK has completed his studies at the 
Dolmetscher Institute and is new searching for a position as a trans- 
lator in a German firm. AECASSGWAHY/29 reported that 0STAFC2UK would, 
be willing to resume his spotting functions when he has obtained a 
position. AECAS80WAHY/29 has not given OSTAPCZUK a e oirarain i c at ion s 
system but can always reach him through his father it necessary. 

e. While on TOY in Paris, ASCASSOWA3TY/29 attempted to re- 

cruit Oksana JACKIv for a mission to FJSTEAL in conjunction with a 
possible position as an interpreter for the French Exhibition. JACKIV, 
however, is still stateless an.d cannot be used operationally » 
AECASSOWARY/29 also discussed with Kyrylo MYTROVIGH tr Z3 an 

AECASS‘OWAHY/1 sympathiser, the REDSKIN potential among the Ukrainian 
emigres with French citizenship. On the basis of these discussions 
AECASSOk'ARV/29 felt strongly that there is an operational potential 
among these emigres and reported this conclusion to the Paris Station. 

f . Pursuant to DIR 43793, 6 June 1961, AECASSOWAEY/29 con- 
tacted his spotters in Germany and Sweden and halted temporarily their 
operational activities . He has given these spotters the C~ 

| accommodation address in New York and has instructed them to 
keep in touch with him in open code. We have forwarded to Headquarters 
FRQ Parts I and II on these spotters for possible future use but have 
requested that the POA *s be cancelled pending reactivation in £GFi$- 
34739, 7 July 1961. 

g. ASCASSOWAKf/29 did not contact Nadezhda MALSCH, a possible 
REDSKIN lead discovered through the Ukrainian language AEJAMMER materi- 
als. MALSCH is still corresponding with her relatives in FJSTEAL, but 
her pending visit has not yet materialized. We have requested that her 
POA be cancelled. AEGI1SS0WARY/29 has not contacted Andre DEVINCINZ, 
since we have discovered that he is still stateless and not usable as 

a REDSKIN agent. We have requested that his POA be cancelled. 
AECASSCWAKY/29 did not contact Wolfgang GESEP1ANM pursuant to DIR 37009, 
27 April 1961, and this lead has been turned over to the AESAWY 
Project. 
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h. AEG ASS OWARY/29 did not obtain a stopover visa to London 
and therefore could not contact Roman SHPORLIUK or AECASSOWAHY/35- The 
British Counsulate stated to AECASSO/ ARY/29 that it would take from ten 
days to two weeks to obtain such a visa but that there was no guarantee 
that the visa would be issued at that time. AECASSOWAKY /29 decided not 
to apply for the visa under these circumstances* although he understood 
the importance that AEC/iSSCfJARY/2 imputed to ihs SIhrGRLIUK contact* 

1 . AECASSOWAKY /29 has continued to examine the Ukrainian 
language AEJAJMSR materials. Ho has not found these materials pro- 
ductive of HSDSK'IK leads, since- the few emigres who were planning 
trips were actually repatriating find did not appear to be likely 
REDSKIN candidates. He has not found -the materials productive . in posi- 
tive intelligence because of the caution the .Soviet Ukrainians exercised. 
However, we will forward under a separate dispatch the working cav'd file 
which AECASSCWARY/29 maintained on these materials. 



4. Agen t Per formance 

a. A8CASSOWARY/29 has continued to maintain Ms usual stand- 
ard of performance in financial and administrative functions and in 
maintaining his cover and security. From an overall operational point 
of view, we feel that AECASSGWARY/29 has shewn ability in tr&decraft 
and methods of operation in establishing himself and. in his conduct 
within the operational climate in Germany. We have seen that ha can 
move confidently within his cover and can make contacts with his 
spotters in an expert’ clandestine manner. We have not seen any lapses 
of good operational practices and feel that this aspect of his opera- 
tional practice is of high quality, 

b. We are not entirely satisfied with the results o.f 
AjSCASSOWABY/ 29 1 s spotting mechanism* ABCASSOWARY /29 has had sane 
difficulty in selecting spotters who have continuous access to ’the 
various, groups of Ukrainians in Germany and who are operationally 
alert to potential R 2 D 8 KIM leads, AECASS0WARY/29 has recognised that 
he has made just a beginning in this field and had begun to reassess 
his spotters Etnd to search for new, better qualified spotters. He 
has also concluded that he must have spotters in each center where 
there are Ukrainians rather than rely on a few spotters who mst then 
move around Germany. ASCASSOWAKY/29 was in the process of selecting 
these new spotters, but he. was moving perhaps too cautiously in an 
attempt to avoid being involved in possible security situations. This 
has been a wise precaution but has reduced the total effectiveness of 
the spotting mechanism in Germany. AKCASSOWARY /29 has stated that it 
would take about a year to recruit and to train an optimum number of 
qualified spotters. A1CASS0WABY/29 was just beginning to do his own 
spotting, but in deference to recruiting and training AECASSOWAKY/43, 
he was compelled to postpone this activity. 




e* We have expressed our opinion concerning AECASSQWARY/29 * s 
perfoimnce in mounting a. REDSKIN operation in SGFA-34543, 23 June 1961 . 
We concluded that AECASS OWARY/29 ' s performance was not up to expected 
standards and that he required mors experience under the guidance of a 
case officer before he could be considered as qualified to run such 
operations by -himself* Ke recognize that our evaluation' ’was based on 
only one operation and upon the results of that operation, since we 
did not participate directly in this operation* We are of the opinion, 
however, that AEGASS(MAHY/29 possesses the basic qualifications of a 
good operator and. that ho should become a qualified principal agent 
because of his willingness and ability to learn through experience. 
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Although AEX2ASSC&IAR5r/29 * s performance was not affected, 
his morale dropped considerably during June, This dimunitlon was based 
upon the results of the AECASSOWAEY/43 operation and on the turn of 
events concerning his assignment at FOB, AECASSOlMRf/29 recognized 
that he had not done a satisfactory Job with AECASSOWARf/43 and that 

Spfi^nlw/oa Srati ° nal succe8S was ia a lar &e part h:Ls responsibility, 
AECASoOtAHf/29 was quite objective in this observation., He was also 

discouraged by the fact that he had produced only one operation in ten 
raonJis and that he was judged by this one operation™ Ke believed -tot 
he would have been more productive -and more successful if he had not 
been restricted to operating in Germany and with potential agents with 
Ukrainian Backgrounds, Tnerefore, his termination at FOB would not 
have been based upon his perfomance, but on lack of operational oppor- 
tunities in Germany, Wo believe this state of mind wafta par^tS
